VERA CRUZ, April #.—The harbor 
of Vera Cruz resembles a half-moon, 
and the wharves, projecting from the 
center of the semi-circle for purpuses of 
defense, divide the city into three sec- 
tions. These divsions have heen ob- 
served by the navy in its administration 
of the city. 

As soon as Gen. Funston assumes the 
title of Military Governor, and the army 
relieves the navy on. shore duty, the 
marines from the fleet will return to 
their ships. But the marines from the 
transports will remain in charge of the 
northern section of the city. 

The Fourth Infantry will 
the center, and the Seventh Infantry 
‘he southern section. The Twenty- 
eighth and Nineteenth will’ guard the 
water front, and act in reserve sec- 
{ions, stretching from the harbo, to 
the sandhills. 

Yesterday, with Capt. Constant Cor- 
dier, who served as military attache in 
Peru and Ecuador, and with other of- 
ficers, I visited the navy outposts, which 
are to be occupied by infantry. Behind, 
as flat as an Illinois prairie, lay the 
city, encompassed by sand hills—drifting 
sands—in which only cactus survives, 
and in which one sinks above his shoe 
tops. 

To all these outposts water must be 
carried by hand. They are without 
shade, without firewood for cooking. 
The hills to the north are the barest of 
all, and are like tose which are piled 
up in the desert of Sahara by wind- 
storms. 

Grant’s Grandson on the Spot. 

Sixty-seven years &ag0, through .the 
same pass which is today guarded by 
marines, Scott’s army entered and cap- 
tured Vera Cruz. Ulysses 8. Grant was 
a Second Lieutenant in that army. This 
morning we met his grandson, a Captain 
of Engineers, noting on his map the 
trenches already dug and planning 
others. 

The throwing up of defensive works, 
in the positions selected, has been done 
by the. bluejackets. The work of the 
marines is highly praised by the army 
engineers, who will advise that they 
continue to occupy the same strategiu 


outposts. 

On these barren sand hills, bivouack- 
ing is hard work. To relieve the monot- 
ony the soldiers will take turns at per- 
forming outpost duty, patrolling streets 
and resting in reserve. 

All the troops here are hoping that the 
delays of mediation will not dull or rust 
their present fine fighting edge. The 
Fifth Brigade came from an exception- 
ally healthy post, and arrives here in 
the perfection of military training.

Should Carranza reject an armistice, 
the mediation plans would probably be 
thrown back to the international! basis 
between this Government and Huerta, 
with the internal Mexican trouble elim- 
inated.

stipulate that “ny untoward act 
almed at Americans in Mexico will be 
regarded as a violation of the truce. 


Carranza’s entry as a factor in media- 


tion was slightly surprising in official 
circles wipere first it had been believed 
that the intermediaries would confine 
their efforts to prevention of strife be- 
tween the Huerta Government and the 
United States. It developed, however, 
that they pitched their endeavors at 
settling the entire vexing prebiem.

STOPS SNIPING

VERA CRUZ, April 2% (via steamer 
to New Orleans and telegraph to Post- 
Dispatch, April 30).—Sniping operations | 
have been stamped out here as @ result 
of the thorough search of the city for 
weapons which has been made and pa- 
trols in the streets now are in practi- 
cally no danger. The sniping, or shoot- 
ing from housetops was a difficult prob- 
lem for the forces which landed and 
came from unsuspected sources. Here 
is one instance:

Occupancy of Neuvo Laredo and 
Piedras "Negras Completes 
Line 800 Miles Long. 


SALUTE AMERICAN FLAG 


Henors Shown to Emblem 
When It Is Hoisted Over Re- 
Opened U. S. Consulate.

BROWNSVILLE, Tex., April #.—For 
the first time during the present revolu- 
tion, Mexican Constitutionalists today 
were in control of that portion of th» 
entire frontier of Mexico which is di- 
vided by the Rio Grande from Texas. 
The territory is 90 miles long and in- 
cludes four strategic garrison towns. 

The rebels completed their control of 
the section this week when Nuevo La- 
redo and Piedras Negras were occupied 
without resistance. Previously Mata- 
moros, opposite Brownsville, at the 
mouth of the Rio Grande and Juarez 
were the important northern points un- 
der the sway of Venustiano Carranza. 
The Federal garrisons of Nuevo Laredo 
and Piedras Negras, evacuated afte 
United States forces landed at Vera 
Cruz. 

Besides the four large towns, the reb- 
els also hold on the border, Las Vegas, 
opposite Del Rio; San Ygnacio, below 
Nuevo Laredo; Guerrero and Mier. Smali 
garrisons hold each town except Piedras 
Negras, where Col. Murgias has 12) 
men. There is no large Federal force 
north of Saltillo, now that Monterey has 
fallen and Gen. Guajarda has been de- 
feated at Allende. 

The remnants of Guajardo’s force front 
Piedras Negras ‘and of the Nuevo La- 
redo Federal garrison are believed to 
be scattered. 


American Flag Saluted by Constitu- 
tionalists of Piedras Negras. 
EAGLE PASS, Tex., April 30.—Rebel 
Gen. Muggia, with 100 soldiers, marched 
in to Piedras Negras yesterday and took 
formal possession of the town. He 
brought 326 prisoners, five cannon, 1800 
rifles, five machine guns and 300,000 
rounds of ammunition taken from the 
Federals at the battle of Allende. Short- 
ly after his arrival Gen. Murgia issued 
a statement to the Associated Press, 
which said ‘‘All foreigners will be given 
absolute protection in all territory un- 
der my control. I want Americans to 
feel we are, as always, their friends, 
and do not intend to be drawn into the 
plots of Huerta. We have with us more 
than 800 prisoners. None has been ex- 
ecuted and there will be no executions.”’ 
Consul Blocker reopened the American 
consulate. When the United States flag 
was hoisted a detail of Constitutionalist 
soldiers marched to the consulate and 

saluted the flag. 


Murderer in California Said to Have 
Been Executed in Mexico. 


CALEXICO, Cal, April 30.—Two shots 
heard at Mexicali, across the border, 
Tuesday night, were said to have come 
from the scene of the execution of Pas- 
cual Vasquez, who murdered Delbert 
Wardlow at Talbert, near Santa Ana, 
Cal, several months ago and then en- 
listed in the Mexican Federal army. 

Vasquez was recognized at Mexicali 
by Juan de la Fuente, whom the soldier 
stabbed to death. Both Vasquez and 
De la Fuente were said to be American 
citizens.

REFUGEES ARRIVE 
HERE: DESCRIBE 


' HELD BY REBELS; VERA CRUZ FIGHT 


Banker’s Wife, Two Children 
and Two Others Witnessed 
Landing of Marines. 


SAW “SNIPERS” AT WORK 


Huddled in Cellar for 24 Hours 
and Witnessed Shooting of 
Americans in Streets. 


Mrs. Eman B. Beck, wife of E. B. 
Beck, president of the Mexico City 
Panking Co., formerly a resident of In- 
dianapolis; her two daughters, Elizabeth 
8, and Susanna, 6; Mrs. Kate Chapman 
of Summerset, England, and Miss An- 
nette Barbiere of New York, who were 
among the American refugees who em- 
barked from Vera Cruz on the Esper- 
anza April 2%, passed through St. Louis, 
Thursday, en route to Franklin, Ind. 

Mrs. Beck, at Union Station, gave to 
the reporters an interesting account of 
the fighting between American marines 
and bluejackets and Mexicans at Vera 
Cruz and told how she and her daugh- 
ters remained huddled in a basement 
revm of a house in Vera Cruz for 2 
hours, momentarily expecting death at 
the hands of “snipers,” who fired at 
the invading forces from the roof of the 
hu. use. 

Few Yards From Landing Force. 

A week ago last Monday Mrs. Beck 
was dent by her husband to Vera Crug 
and, with her daughters, took up tem- 
porary abode at 18 Constitucion street, 
only a few yards from the spot where 
the marines first landed. 

“Myself and my daughters watched 

e landing with interest,’’ said Mrs. 
Beck, “and we were indeed proud of 
the manner in which the marines bore 
themselves. No American in Vera Cruz 
expected trouble. It was generally con- 
ceded that \the United States forces 
would occupy the city without resist- 
ance, as Gen. Maas had been quoted as 
saying he would not let his men risk 
their lives before the big guns of the 
Americans. 

“Three American marines were firat 
to land. As they set foot on Mexican 
soil they turned about to wait for their 
comrades. They appeared anything but 
hostile. As we watched, a Mexican 
gendarme crouched behind a corner just 
opposite us raised his rifle and fired ut 
the marines. 


Saw a Marine Shot. 
“The three marines wheeled but did 


not return the fire. Again the Mexi- 
can shot at them, without response. 
He shot a third time and one of the 
marines fell, mortally wounded. First 
blood had been shed and it was a sig- 
nal at which scores of marines and 
bluejackets leaped forward with their 
officers to quiet the attack of “snip- 
ers” who had begun firing from house 
tops. 

Rifle firing continued throughout 
the day and until 2 a. m. the next. 
The warships did not open up their 
guns until late in the day, when shells 
from the Prairie’s smaller batteries 
tore great holes in the walls of many 
buildings. 

Machine Gun on Her Roof. 

‘When the fighting began, Americans 
‘and even some Mexicans were thunder- 
struck. American women sought refuge 
in the larger hotels, and, I believe, were 
fairly well protected. Housetops in ths 
water-front section was occupled by 
“snipers,” who fired at the Americans 
and were hard to dislodge. 

“My daughters and myself hid in a 
basement room and remained there 2% 
l.ours, while “‘snipers,”’ led by a citizen 
ef Vera Cruz, residing next door, hauled 
e machine gun to the roof of our house. 
It was a terrible period for us, as we 
knew not at what moment they might 
vent their hostility upon us. 

In Galveston, en route, Mrs. Beck reac 
in a newspaper that her husband had 
been arrested because he would not 
make a large loan to Huerta through 
the bank. A message she received while 
en route to St. Louis advised her that 
her husband was not in danger, but 
gave no details. 

Mrs. Beck said this is the third tims 
she and her daughters have made a 
hurried exodus from Mexico because of 
impending crises between the United 
States and the Huerta Government.

TOKIO, Japan, April 30.—Gen. Velas- 
quez of the Mexican army, who has 
been in Japan on government business, 
has left Yokohama on the steamer 
Selyo Maru for Manzanillo.

FIGHT ON 28 DELEGATES 


F. N. Judson, L. P. Aloe and. the 
Chairman Say This Provision 
Is a Step Backwards. 


The proposed new city charter was 
furnaly adopted and its publication au- 
thorized by the Board of Freeholders 
Wednesday night. 

Chairman Jesse McDonald voted 
against the adoption of the charter and 
will refuse to sign it on the ground that 
the legislative system will prove to be 
vitally and fundamentally deficient and 
a step backward. Thomas J. Rowe, who 
was absent, sent word that he wished to 
be recorded as refusing to sign the char- 


ter, for the same reason. 


The members who voted for the adop- 
tion of the draft were Samuel Rosen- 
feld, Charles Langeman, Frederick N. 
Judson, Charles Hertenstein, Thomas J. 
Dalton, Charles W. Rutledge, Frederick 
D. Gardner, Louis P. Aloe, Clinton E. 
Udell and Edward F lad. 

Judson and Aloe stated that they did 
not approve the legislative scheme, but 
believed that the charter had so many 
other good features that they would 
support it. Hertenstein and Rutledge 
opposed the efficiency provision features 
of the instrument, but declared that 
they were willing to accept it. 

MeDonald Explains His Vote. 

Chairman McDonald said he regretted 
the necessity of having to vote against 
the adoption of the charter. The city, 
under the present charter, he declared, 
had not been hampered by the execu- 
tive and administrative branches of the 
city government, but by the legislative 
tranch. The vital thing, therefore, was 
to provide a legislative scheme tbat 
would produce efficiency in that im- 
portant branch of the city government. 

McDonald said he did not think that 
would be possible under the plan adopteu 
~a single chamber house of 28 members 
nominated and elected at large, with the 
‘qualification that each ward must have 
one representative. This would result in 
such great number of candidates seeking 
these nominations that the people could 
not exercise intelligent judgment ina 
selecting men for this service. 

As the charter board has failed in 
what he considered the most important 
feature of the charter, and had sacrificed 
legislative efficiency for expediency, he 
could not reconcile himself to voting for 
the adoption of the charter. Had an 
efficient ‘system been provided he de- 
clared that there would be little demand 
for the use of the initiative, referendum 
and recall provisions. 


Judson Explains Attitude.

]PRESBYTERY IN NEW YORK 


WHAT PROF. WILSON WROTE 
OF OUR VICTORIES IN MEXICO 


History-Text Book Prepared by Him While at 
Princeton Praised American Army and Said 
Foes Have Courage and Subtlety. 


In Woodrow Wilson's textbook, “Di- 
vision and Reunion,” written in, 1892, 
when he was president of Princeton 
University, he described the war of 
1846 to 1848 with Mexico. What the his- 
torian and scholar had to say then has 
a peculiar interest in view of the au- 
thor’s attitude now. He tells how Tay- 
lor took Monterey, now the scene of 
battle between Mexican factions, and of 
the capture of the City of Mexico. The 
Mexicans he describes as ‘‘a race full 
of courage, spirit and subtlety.” An ex- 
tract from the book follows: 

‘Congress accepted the assertion that 
Mexico had begun the war, as conven- 
ient, whether true or not, and provided 
for the expenses of the conflict as for 
any necessity. A formal declaration of 
war was resolved upon on May 13, 1846, 
before the news of Palo Alto and Re- 
saca de la Palma had reached Washing- 
ton, and the President was authorized 
to call for 50,000 volunteers for one year. 


Victory at Buena Vista. 
“Sept. 19 to 28 the Americans, by slow 


and stubborn fighting, took the strongly 
placed and heavily fortified city of Mont- 
erey, some 19 miles south of the Rio 
Grande, Feb. 22 and 23, 1847, Santa Anna, 
with a force probably numbering at leas: 
12,000 men, attacked Taylor’s force, 
which then numbered 5200, on the bro- 
failing 
to gain any advantage, withdrew to the 
defense of his capital, the City,of Mex- 
ico. He had thought ‘to destroy Tay- 
lor while he was weak; for in Novem- 
ber, 1846, Gen. Winfield Scott had been 
appointed to the chief command in Mex- 
ico, to which his military rank entitled 
him, and January had brought a call for 
the greater part of Taylor’s troops to 
assist the commander-in-chief in an in- 
vasion of Mexico from Vera Cruz, on 
the coast. The operations in the nortn 
ended with the battle of Buena Vista. 

“Gen. Scott began his operations with 
a force of about 12,000 men. He had 
chosen a hard road to the Mexican capi- 
tai, but the dogged valor and alert sa- 
gacity of his men made everything pos- 
sible. The fleet which carried his troops 
came to anchor near Vera Cruz on 
March 7, 1847, and on the twenty-seventh 
of the same month Vera Cruz had sur- 
rendered, having been taken without 
great difficulty. 

“In the middle of April began the 
march of 200 miles northwestward to 
the City of Mexico. On the 18th Scott 
forced the rough mountain pass of Cer- 
ro Gordo. On Aug, 10, after a delay 
caused by fruitless negotiations for 
peace, the City of Mexico was in sight 
from the heights of the Rjo Frio Moun- 
tains. Selecting the weaker side of the 
city, which lay amid a network of de- 
fences and surrounded on all sides by 
marshy ground, which could be crossed 
only on causeways, the Americans slow- 
ly, by dint of heroic courage and pa- 
tience, drove the Mexicans from one 
position of defence to another until 
finally the great fortress of Chapultepec 
was taken by storm (Sept. 15) and the 
city captured. 

“The occupation was complete by the 
th, and there was no further resist- 
ance anywhere by the Mexicans, At 
every point the American troops had 
fought against heavy odds. They were 
most of them only volunteers, and they 
had fought against a race full of cour- 
age, spirit and subtlety. Their success 
was due to their moral qualities—to

RESCUERS SEEK 172 
MORE NOW IN MIN 


Many Victims of Explosion 
Found but Will Not Be Taken 
From Workings Until Night. 

OF LIFS 


NO INDICATION 


Engineers Predict Two Days 
Will Be Required to Explore 
Wrecked Shafts. 


By Associated Press. 

ECCLES, W. Va., April 30.—Fifty or 
more trained miners, working under 
direction of the Bureau of Mines, whose 
chief, J. A. Holmes, is on the ground, 
today sought the bodies of 172 miners 
who were entombed in mine No. 65 ot 
the New River Collieries Co. last Tués- 
day. Six bodies were found at the bot- 
tom of the shaft. Others located will 
not be brought out until tonight. 

Reports from the mine were that many 
bodies had been found, but so far there 
was no indication that any of the miners 
had escaped the explosion and its deadly 
after damp. Water was found in some 
entries but the engineers hope to have 
them cleared by evening. It is esti- 
mated that two days must elapse before 
the entire mine is explored and the dead 
recovered. 

Dr. Charles P. Neill, former United 
States Commissioner of Labor, but now 
general welfare agent of the Guggeri- 
heim interests, arrived today to provide 
permanent relief for the families of the 
dead. 

Soon after 8 o’clock J. W. Paul, c 
engineer of the Pittsburg Station of 
Bureau of Mines, descended the shaft 
irr company with Government rescue 
men from the other two crews here. 
They had proceeded only a short dis- 
tance from the bottom when they found 
six bodies huddled together and _ so 
badly burned that identification was 
impossible. 

Penetrating further into the galleries 
they located other bodies and the work 
was teniporarily suspended while a man 
was sent to the surface to prepare the 
crowd for the news. ££ )0n after t e 
first bodies were hoisted out and placed 
in a temporary morgue. 

The crowd made a rush for the tipple, 
but was held back by deputy sheriffs 
and gtiards. 

Fans were at once started in the hope 
that the entries could be cleared of cas 
and the pumps were set in, motion 80 
that the*rescue parties could reach the 
farthest recesses of the mine. : 

Chief Henry and a’party of West Vir- 
ginia mine inspectors reached the bot- 
tom of shaft No. 5 early today. They 
found little gas and no damp. 

All night long the inspectors had 
worked in the shaft 125 feet from the 
bottom clearing away the debris and 
straightening “the leads on which the 
cage is operated. The bést workmen i 
the whole district were called into serv- 
ice but it was almost @aybreak wher 
the news came from the tipple that the 
cage was on its way to the bottom. 

The inspection at the bottom was brief 
and the tired inspectors were hoisted to 
the top to prepare for the further ex- 
rloration that was to begin as soon as 
the rescue men could be taken down. 

Chief Henry said he did not think the 
mine was on fire at any point. 

All night long the throng of waiting 
people kept their places on the mountain 
side. Many of the mines in the district 
closed yesterday and the miners and 
their families joined the people of strick- 
en Eccles in their weary watch for news. 

Many of the miners have been depu- 
tized by the Sheriff to assist in keeping 
back the crowds and controlling the sit- 
uation when the real extent of the ca- 
tastrophe becomes known.

Federal Expert Gives Three 
Ways for Telling Good Liquor 
Without Drinking It.

Everyman his own whisky fester! 

So says L. G. Nutt, Internal Revenue 
Agent, and Matt M. Jodd, official 
whisky taster now testing liquor stored 
in St. Louis’s barrels and bottles, who 
recently confiscated 25 barrels here. 

You don’t have to be “‘born and bred 
in Old Kentucky,” in order to tell good 
liquor from bad. 

All that is needed is a calculating 
eye, a discriminating palate, and an 
ordinary portion of common sense. Such 
is the opinion of Uncle Sam's experts, 
who are paid for knowing ‘‘what’s 
what” in the liqur line. 

Oil on Glass Is Sign It’s Good. 

Go to a saloon, if you are a whisky 
drinker, order a glass of seven-year-old 
Bourbon—you needn’t drink it to make 
the experimental test—and then tilt the 
glass several degrees. Bring the glass 
back to its upright position. 

If the sides of the glass look oily, 
and liquor is clinging to it then that is 
one sign that you have good, old, rare 
liquor. 

Then pour a little on the hands, and 
rub them together. Then smell it. The 
warmth of the hands has volatiliz-d 
the, spirits and a delicious, pungent 
cdor, reminiscent of “happy days,” is 
very much apparent. That’s test No. 
two—and the liquor is still good. 

Then apply liquor test No. three, to 
make sure that you have what you 
called for. Place your hand over the 
top of the glass, and shake it for five 
eeconds, or maybe six or seven. 

Then remove the hand, and hold John 
Barleycorn up to the light. You will see 
beads on the top of the contents. If 
they are large and round, and show 
every variegated color of the rainbow 
when held close to the incandescent 
bulb—its not good liquor! But on the 
other hand, if the beads are small and 
chaste, and grouped together like little 
coral islets in the sunset of the Pa- 
cific—it’s sure enough liquor, with a 
sure enough age to it. 

Tasting Is Final Test. 

Then the last, final and supreme test 
is made. Taste it. Hold it in the mouth 
for just a moment, let the palate do its 
full share of the work. If it makes you 
spit and splutter, and call for water— 
it's extremely bad whisky. 

Of course there are other ways of 
testing liquor, such as the use of the 
hydrometer, to determine the proof, the 
thermometer, and other tests. But both 
Jodd and Nutt, through years of liquor 
testing and tasting, rarely need such 
instruments. 

New Liquor Has No Beads. 

You can imitate the general appear- 
ance of liquor, they say, but when th: 
above homely tests are applied, the rea! 
quality of the liquor is determined 
every time. 

New liquor has no beads on it, so the 
adulterator injects a solution of sul- 
phuric acid and ammonia, or else castor 
oil. This makes the beads, but also 
makes them large and round, and filled 
with rainbow hues. Good liquor has no 
rainbow gleams in its beads. It’s al) 
liquor, they say. 

Although the experts say that detect- 
ing good liquor from bad is really a 
matter of education and observation, vet 
anyone with the above perquisites enum- 
erated can tell the good from the bad.

This new measure for the antitrust 
logislatton program would provide for 
the creation of an interstate trade com- 
mission of five members with powers 
greatiy similar to the interstate com- 
merce commission; it would prohibit 
interlocking directorates and holding 
companies; give to the trade commis- 
sion supervision over capitalization, and 
make unlawful the purchase or sale of 
commodities by a common Carrier to 
er froin any other corporation, the di- 
sectors of which are the directors of a 
_#rrier. The question of whether the 
Sherman antitrust act shall be enforced 
against labor and farmers’ organiza- 
tions is not dealt with in the bill. 
Oifferent From House Bill. 

Members of the committee said the 
rill was radically different from that 


Leing framed in the House. Although 


it 


is not known definitely whether it 


has the approval of President Wilson, 
it was pointed out that Democrats on 
the cormmittee have had frequent con- 
sultations at the White House on the 
subject of trust legislation. 

When the committee meets Frida? a 
Suggestion will be made that in view 
of the importance of the legislation the 
committee should hold hearings to be 
confined closely to the subject matter 
in the bill and to last about two weeks. 

According to membcrs of the subcom- 
mittee, the bill proposes in the Trade 
Commission an engine which is designed 
to be most powerful in Government af- 
fairs. It would have many of the at- 
tributes of a court without the right to 
punish, but with wide power of investi- 
gation, examination and recommenda- 
tion. Prosecutions for violations of the 
terms of the bill jvould be instituted by 
the Department of Justice in the proper 
courts. 

A new feature of the bill is the pro- 


hibition cf relationship through common waita| 


directors of carriers and companies do- 
ing business with them. This has been 
evtended so as to prevent banks from 
acting as fiscal agents for carriers when 
they have an identity of directors. I is 
said to be aimed to prevent a recurrence 
of the problems presented by the recent 
railroad investigations. 


Guard Over Capitalization. 

The committee’s draft proposes a 
Stringent guard over capitalization and 
would provide that stock issues shall be 
based on actual property value, the 
commission to have the power to deter- 
mine the values. The commission, how- 
ever, would not supervise bond issues. 
Authority also would be given to the 
new body to determine when two cor- 
porations in interstate business are in 
competition. This, Senators say, may 
lead to future avoidance of many sults 
under the Sherman law.

“Burope refuses to hold Huerta re- 
sponsible for the killing of Madero,” the 
Temps continues, “but it does not con:

Wilson should cause the downfall of 
Mexico. Huerta must make a sacrifice 
for the salvation of his country. 


“At the same time,” the Temps say". 
“the effort of the three South American 
republics towards mediation assumes 
importance in the future. These repub- 
lics see in the expansion of North 
America a danger which it will o¢ 
necessary to ward off. 


“South America has too long ‘been di- 
vided against itself. Its action today 
with regard to Mexico indicates that 1 
the future South America in mutual in- 
terest will act as a brake to the exagger- 
ations of Monroeism and the encroach- 
ments of North American imperialism. 


“Huerta would act nobly if he did not 
hesitate to make any sacrifice neces- 
say to assure the success of mediation 
out of which would come a Latin 
America, united, pacific and strong, 
and mistress of its own destinies. 


Uruguaylan Newspapers Are Inclined 
to Sympathize With Mexico. 
MONTEVIDEO, Apri!) 30.—The public 
of Montevideo generally shows complete 
indifference to the controversy between 
the United States and Mexico.- The stu- 
dents of the university, however, dis- 
play an anti-American spirit. Last Sat- 
urday they/organized an anti-American 
procession/ which was attended by 3000 
undergraduates, although discounte- 
nanced by the Government. On the pro- 


cession approaching the American Le-| 
gation, it was dispersed by the police, 
who used the flats of their sabres. 

The Uruguayian newspapers are in- 
clined to express sentiments in favor of 
Mexico, but the articles on the subject 
are moderate in tone.

REFUGEE LIST COMPLETE 


Taking of Vera Cruz May Make 
United States Responsible for 
Mexican Bond Interest. g

at Vera Cruz. 

VERA CRUZ, April 30.—In the opinion 
of well-versed observers of Mexican 
conditions, the report of Huerta’s resig- 
nation, published in London, and other 
reports of his intention to quit Mexico 
City, are premature. 

Huerta has placed his personal for- 
tune abroad, through Paul May, the 
Belgian Minister to Mexico, now on 
leave. There is little doubt that when 
pressure becomes sufficiently strong 
he will quit his office, but that time 
has not come yet. 

There is reason to believe that with- 
in the last few days, urgent appeals 
have been made to Huerta to resign by 
wealthy and influential Mexicans. Some 
of the President’s own Senators and 
D&puties, as well as powerful business 
men, have been among this number, it 
is understood. 

List of Refugees an Aid. 

Americans in Vera Cruz were enthu- 
Siastic today in their expressions of 
appreciation of the Post-Dispatch’s 
complete list of American refugees who 
left Mexico City Tuesday night for 
Puerto Mexico. The list, which was 
cabled from the capital by the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent, was posted by 
Consul Canada at the consulate. 

Hundreds of relatives and friends: of 
Americans remaining at Mexico City 
consulted the list today for assurances 
as tu the safety, or knowledge of the 
whereabouts, of not only the American 
residents of the capital, but of those 
from other places, who, as the list 
showed, had succeeded in making their 
way to the capital, there to join the 
ocutward-bound refugees. 

Canada has wired the State Depart- 
ment to accept the list as correct and 
authentic. Nothing since they began to 
gather in Vera Cruz has made a bigger 
hit with Americans than the posting of 
this list. | 

Bond Complication Arising. 

It was rumored here today that the 
seizure of Vera Cruz m:y make the 
United States responsible for the pry- 
inent of $12,000,000 quarterly, represent- 
ing tne interest on Mexican bonds. Sixty 
per cent of the customs receipts at this 
port have been laid aside by contract 
for the purpose of the next payment of 
interest due in Angust. As no customs 
duties are now puwid, owing to the block 
ade, nothing is being collected toward 
the payment of the interest on bonds. 
The possibility of such a complicatior 
is tucreased, it is deciared in some quar- 
ters, by the fact that European bond- 
holders must be satisfied and must go 
on the interest-paying roll of the United 
States under the present occupation 
plan. e

GREAT POWER GIVEN 
TO CHINESE PRESIDENT 


Amended Constitution for Re- 
public Will Be Promulgated 


Formally Tomorrow. 

PEKIN, April 3.—The amended Con- 
stitution for the republic of China, 
which is to be formally promulgated io- 
morrow, is notable for the widespread 
powers it gives the President. The doc- 
ument, as it now stands, ts the work of 
a constitutional convention, which has 
been laboring here since the middle of 
March. 

The President is empowered to con- 
voke, open, suspend, close and dissolve 
the Legislature; submit to it the budget 
as well as other bills and refer back 
to the Legislature for reconsideration 
the bills already passed by it. If such 
measures are repassed by a three- 
fourths majority, the President may. 
with the consent of the administrative 
council, still withhold their promulga- 
tion. 

The President has sole power to ap- 
point and dismiss civil and military of- 
ficlals, to declare war and conclude 
peace, and he will be in complete con- 
trol of the army and navy, as well as 
of all expenditures for these branches.

At union headquarters it was declared 
the terms of the truce at Walsenburg 
contemplated the surrender of the strik- 
ers’ arms to the Federal troops, not to 
the militia.

Green, secretary-treasurer of the United

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PEACE PROSPECTS BRIGHTEN. 
Another step towards a peaceful solution of the 
Mexican problem is marked by Carranza’s ac- 
ceptance of mediation. This is a substantial gain, 
because it brings into the negotiations the Con- 
stitutionalist leaders, who are the hope of the 
landless and oppressed peons of Mexico and who 
command the only military force capable of over- 
throwing Huerta. 

With the United States, Huerta and Carranza in 
agreement to accept mediation, the prospect of a 
satisfactory settlement of Mexico's’ troubles 
brighten with promise. Of course, there are wide 
differences to adjust and serious difficulties to 
overcome, but a cessation of hostilities is gained 
and an opportunity for successful work has been 
won, 

The peaceful adjustment of the Mexican im- 
broglio, with its record and menace of long and 
bloody conflict, would be the greatest triumph of 
mediation in history. It would be an example for 
all time. 
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A 1920 CENSUS HYPOTHETICAL: 
If St. Louis annexes none of its popt 
suburbs which are entitled to metropolitan -ad- 
vantages, if the courts permit its bridge and 
terminal magnates to continue the outrageous

War or no war, our readers 
must have their money’s worth. 


COL. M. M. JODD’S WELCOME VISIT. 

The “what is whisky?” question that began to 
baffle definition and paralyze official activities 
in 1908-09 or thereabouts, has been answered, we 
learn, with a precision sufficient for all practical 
Government purposes. This alone is gratifying, 
but when evidence of it is accompanied by brisk, 
sure-working operations for reducing the visible 
supply of what isn’t whisky, we reach the initia- 
tive of something having the approximate im- 
portance of national epochs. ' 

Col. Matt M. Jodd, whisky expert of the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau, has discovered, after 
three weeks’ investigation, 25 barrels of liquid 
damnation in St. Louis having no right to be 
called by the name of the cheering old beverage. 
The condemned stuff will, of course, be thrown 
te the Mississippi catfish. It might be expected 
that his similar search in Kansas City would be 
attended by a success proportioned to the greater 
misgivings of the visiting ultimate consumer, but 
he found only 70 barrels of bad whisky in that 
city. This is less than three times as much as in 
St. Louis, but is sufficient to explain the bitter 
complaints of down-stream cities about the taste 
of Missouri River water in recent weeks. No 
doubt Mr. Jodd will revisit Kansas City for more 
thorough work later. 

This assurance that the quality of our whisky 
is as much a subject of Government solicitude as 
tomato catsup and canned goods is most reassur- 
ing. One bottle of bad whisky can do a more 
destructive work than many bottles of bad catsup.

Yet with his original amount of {magination, 
which we trust he has recovered, plus a little in- 
genuity as to ways and means, which we hope he 
will acquire, a walk to Texas may be turned to 
2 delight at this season, with Nature in her own 
most fanciful, gay and hospitable mood. Who 


would not revel in a stroll to Texas just now, if}. 


he could leave his desk! To the unhappy young 
man we commend a little further search for his 
mislaid fancy, and the pursuit of the journey in 
the spirit of the immortal bard. to wit:

REAPING THE WHIRLWIND. 

We are told that the tax rate must be in- 
creased 8 cents on the $100 and that nearly a 
million of dollars more must be raised this year 
than last to meet city needs. What new forms 
of service for the people explain this enlarge- 
ment of the tax burden? That even this increase 
will not permit some past forms of service, like 
that of ashes collection, to be resumed is one 
disappointing city hall statement. With costly 
delays due to deadlocks and other reasons cut 
cut, salary lists revised, ward bosses dethroned, 
unnecessary officers and employes eliminated 
and business policies substituted for political 
policies, the tax levy could be reduced by much 
more than a million dollars and city hall effi- 
ciency improved rather than lessened. 

Is it strange that a powerful sentiment is de- 
veloping for those charter betterments that cut 
out scandalous waste and give city government 
amplified usefulness at an actual reduction in 
cost? 

Assembly combines have been sowing the wind. 
The taxpayers are reaping the whirlwind. 
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TOLLS BILL ADVANCED A STAGE. 

Senator O’Gorman’s Senate committee, at one 
time in doubt on the Sims bill repealing the tolls 
exemption, has approved it by a vote of 8 to 6. 
The bill passed the House on March 31 by a vote 
of 247 to 161, Speaker Clark and 51 other Demo- 
crats and 17 Progressives opposing it and 25 Re- 
publicans and two Progressives supporting it. 

The delay of 30 days in the committee stage, 
which -it was hoped would be passed in 10 days, 
represents the only victory of the opponents of 
the bill at the Senate end of the Capitol. Delay 
will also represent their sole possible victory on 
the floor of the Senate. Polls of the body show 
that a substantial majority stand with the Presi- 
dent. 


A QUIBBLE EXPOSED BY FACTS. 

A critic denounces a Post-Dispatch editorial in 
which it was stated that “Mr. Rockefeller’s son 
recently testified that he was willing to sink his 
entire investment in Colorado rather than yield 
to the demand of his employes that they be per- 
mitted to organize.”" He says the son did not tes- 
tify anything of the kind. 

Rockefeller Junior’s exact words were: ‘We 
stand ready to lose every cent we have invested 
in that company, rather than that the working- 
men of this country should lose their right to 
work for whom they please.”’ 

Everyone who knows the labor question at all 
knows that the Rockefeller assertion is a quibble. 
It is the same hypocritical reason given by the 
National Association of Manufacturers, the Parrys, 
Van Cleaves, Posts, and other uncompromising 
enemies of organized labor for their uniting to 
fight labor unions, frequently, as in the case of the 
N. A. M., by secret attempts to corrupt legisla- 
tures and courts. 

The hills of Colorado, swarming with armed 
miners ready to sell their Ifives for the right to 
organize, are a sufficient answer to Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s assertion that his company’s employes in 
that State did not wish to organize for their own 
advancement. His pretense of championing a 
great principle is exposed by the facts. Moreover

To breathe through a healthful nose 
membrane means to have clean lungs 
and escape tuberculosis, pneumonia and 
other diseases. 

But Dr. Paget holds that nearly every- 


breathe cleanly through the nose. As 
proof of this he points to the fact that 
as you breathe in the sides of your nos- 
trils and lining membrane Inside the 
nose collapse. This blockade of the pas- 
sageway exists in otherwise healthy 
persons and is altogether independent of 
any swellings, growths, deformities of 
the partition or other bones of ihe nose.

DANCER, REVEALS 
WEAKNESS IN ART 


Fails to Qualify in Bodily Grace, 
Drama in Action, or Emo- 
tional Pantomime.

AUL SWAN, heralded as “the 
~ Greek Dancer,” who was presentel 

by Miss Alice Martin in a series 
of dances, assisted by her pupils, at the 
Geeon on Wednesday evening, proved 
such a great disappointment to his audl- 
ence that the shock of surprise was 58» 
keenly felt as to provoke outspoken 
comment. 
The depressing truth of his failure to 
qualify as an artist worthy of the high 
expectation aroused in his interest be- 
came evident in his first number, ‘‘The 
Quest of the Soul,” and was not dis- 
pelled by his later performances. There 
was one moment during his interpreta- 
tion of Saint-Saens’ ‘‘Le Cygne’ when 
he reached a certain degree of beauty 
in bodily movement that promised to 
justify a reversal of the judgment unti: 
then compelled against him, but this 
brief advantage was lost in the final 
phase of the same dance, in which Pav- 
lowa’s exquisite achievement still is so 
gratefully remembered. 

In addition to these two interpretative 
efforts, his other program offerings were 
a “Greek Phantasy,’’ “‘The Chinese 
Idol,” ‘‘Narcissus” and ‘“‘The Sphinx.” 
Each of these several dances, present- 
ed with the accompaniment of worthy 
music, gave rich opportunities of sin- 
cere distinction td their performer, but 
the opportunities were not competently 
utilized. The featured dancer of the 
evening seemed unable to meet the de- 
mands made upon his art. 

His sense of rhythm is faulty. He 
does not possess the power to express 
drama in action. His paniomime is de- 
fective in its realization of the emotion 
sought to be conveyed across the foot- 
lights. Many of his physical movements 
are ungainly, his imitation of Mord- 
kin’s superbly joyous and _  faun-like 
vaulting through the air being especiai- 
ly lacking in the grace and feathery 
lightness so necessary to its rightful ac- 
complishment. Not at any time did he 
impress One as a master of the interpre- 
tative dance. 

Miss Martin’s pupils contributed some 
pleasin_; numbers, the biggest triumph 
of the evening being scored by little 
Cathleen Wheeler, in a ‘Miniature 
Polka” and ‘“‘The Butterfly,” the audi- 
ence figuratively taking this mite of a 
danseuse to its heart and “petting’’ her 
in a spirit of vastly appreciative affec- 
tion.

They Demand a Separation of 
Pipe Line Transportation 
and Production. 


STRIKE AT PRAIRIE CO. 


They Charge That This Branch 
of the Trust Has Helped to 
Produce Surplus.

MUSKOGEE, Ok., April 30.—Smarting 
under recent cuts in the price of Mid- 
continent crude oil which has reduced 
the value of the product approximately 
$40,000 a day, or $1,200,000 a month, the 
independent producers of Oklahoma and 
Kansas have temporarily turned their 
attention from drilling wells to devising 
some method of becoming more inde- 
pendent of the pipe line companies. 

Their first move has been to suggest 
@ general shutdown in the fields until 
the “congestion” of production which 
the pipe line companies say makes neces- 


sary the reduced price has passed, to 
begin propaganda for a separation of

(The general Oklahoma-Kansas 
price, affecting nineteen-twentieths of 
the production, has been reduced from 
$1.05 to 8 cents.) The corporation com- 
mission has begun a general investiga- 
tion, giving particular attention to the 
Healdton cut made by the Magnolia 
Pine Line Co., and Attorney-General 
West, upon instructions from Gov.

The independent producers attack the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Co. chiefly because 
of the fact that the company has a num- 
ber of the big wells in the Cushing field 
which have flooded the pipe lines and 
caused the congestion of production 
They point to this Standard Oil subsid- 
lary as the main reason for a divorce- 
ment of the transportation or pipe line 
companies from the production of oll. 

In order to care for their production 
under the present stringency, some of 
the most powerful “independents” are 
preparing to build many large tanks to 
store their own oil until prices are bet- 
ter. Sinclair & White have ordered 10 
65,000-barrel tanks for the Cushing dis- 
trict; Gunsberg & Foreman, seven 55,(00- 
barre] tanks; Pierce Oil Corporation, at 
Sand Springs, six of the same size: Pro- 
ducers Ofl Co. (subsidiary, or producing 
end of the Texas Pipe Line Co.), five of 
the big tanks. 

Other companies are contemplating 
private pipe lines to get their oil to the 
railroad loading racks. The 2-mile 
Union pipeline, running from the Cush. 
ing fields to Cushing, has been bought 
by the following Cushing field com- 
panies: Kathleen Of] Co., Only Oil Co.. 
Oll Production Co., Toxaway Oil Co. ana 
the Sperry Oil and Gas Co. With the 
line went 150,000 barrels of tankage. In 
order to retain this line for their own 
production, these companies are asking 
and obtaining from the State Corpora- 
tion Commission exemption. from the 
“common carrier or common purchaser’ 
provisions of the Yeager-Strain pipeline 
law.

Vera Cruz is the chief port of Mexico, 
ands one of the oldest cities founded 
by the Spaniards, dating from the days 
of Cortez. It has often before this been 
a storm center. 

Privateers pilaged it more than once 
in the old days, and on that actount the 
famous castle of San Juan de Ulloa was 
erected for its defense. The French 
seized it in 1838, and on March 2, 1847, 
Gén. Scott landed there and made the 
Place the base of his march to the City 
of Mexico. .The French took it again 
in 1861 in Louis Napoleon’s attempted 
conquest of Mexico under the mask of 
the ill-fated Maximilian. 

Like Tampico, the city Hes on a level 
plain, only two or three feet above tide- 
water, and is hot and wunhealthful, 
though sanitary conditions have been 
greatly improved in late years. Yellow 
fever, once a perennial scourge, has 
vanished. The port is swept by “north- 
ers,” but vast jetties and other works 
were built by Porfirlo Diaz, making thu 
anchorage secure. 

Two railroads connect the place with | 
the City of Mexico, 268 miles away, and 
there are several other coast terminals 
Despite the natural disadvantages of ths 
site, Vera Cruz is an exceedingly inter- 
esting city. It contains many fine 
bulldings and is rich in historic lore, 

The great parochial church is the most 
picturesque edifice in the city. It do- 
cupies a site on which the Spanish built 
their first church there in the time of 
Cortez, and from its tower’an impres- 
sive panorama of the city is to be seen.

Neither Is Entitled to Belief That He Can Defeat Ritchie, 
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HE 20-round bout at Los Angeles, Cal., on last Tuesday, between Freddy 
Welsh and Leach Cross seems to have made plain that neither is the 
logical successor to the lightweight title, now held by Willie Ritchie. 


As a fight is was a disappointment 
and the men were severely criticised 
by the spectators for spending so 
much of their time clinching and 
otherwise “stalling. 

Had either of the boxers shown 


real class on this occasion it Is prob- 
able he would have been given a 
chance against Ritchie during the 
coming summer, but it is more prob- 
able now that both of them will con- 
tinue to go back. 

It has been known for some time 
that Welsh has grown careless in his 
training, and from a fighter who at 
one time bore the reputation of never 
dissipating he has been charged with 
deing things that invariably mark 
the beginning of the end of a fighter’s 
career, 

Cross has never been in the same 
class as Ritchie or Welsh, but he has 
been a great fighter. Signs of de- 
terioration have been ‘apparent for 
some time, however, and it is probable 
Cross has seen his best day. 

It is likely that Ritchie would have 
no more trouble defeating Welsh or 
Cross than he hag beating “Harlem” 
Tommy Murphy. That Ritchie wins 
on points, and not by a knockout, has 
often been held against him as a 
champion, but this probably is due to 
the caution he exercises in caring for 
his hands.

They ham- 
mered away regar less of elbows and 
skulls, with the result that their 
knuckles were battered to the soft- 
ness of putty and they were reduced 
to the necessity of chopping and 
slicing with the sides of their hands. 
When this happened they were re- 
tired as champions because the pun- 
ae effect of their punches and 
possibility of a knockout was gone. 


Boxers who have worked out with 
Ritchie and those who have fought 
him know that he has a punch th 
lots of strength to it, particularly 
with his right hand, but he uses only 
when an opportunity is presented in- 
Mra apy | no danger to himself. That 
he is fast and clever enougn to out- 
poine almost any of them at any time 

e knows perseats well and he falls 
back on this method as the surest 
and safest method of winning. It is 
not popular with the fight fans, but it 
will enable him to remain in the box- 
ing game until failing constitution, 
and not battered hands, retires him, 
unless he sees fit to quit. :

IRREGULAR IN 


Some Issues Are Higher, While 
Others Are Lower—Lon-. 
don Consols Firm. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Burean of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 30.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 

view today, says: 

“At home and abroad, the stock ex- 
changes, during most of today’s busi- 
ness, continued their response to the re- 
markable change in two critical situa- 
tions which had been weighing heavily 
on financial confidence. As we can see 
it now, this present week is likely to 
occupy a singularly interesting place in 
the financial as well as political history 
of the year, because of the concidence, 
whereby in immediate sequence to the 
most gloomy forebodings in both direc- 
tions, the skies cleared with such star- 
tling suddenness in the Ulster. contro- 
versy, as well as the Mexican war en- 
tanglement. 

“In each of these matters, the mar- 
kets chiefly concerned gave some heed 
today to possible obstacles ahead, and 
therefore moved more deliberately; but 
the course of prices was upward again, 
at London and in New York. 

“Our own market very properly gave 
attention also to the Kansas State re- 
port on winter wheat, which named a 
condition of 96% per cent, as against 96 
lately assigned to .it by the Govern- 
ment and against a percentage of 89 in 
last year’s April estimate of the State. 
An increase of no jess than a million 
acres in the State’s planted area is also 
reported. ‘ 


Opening Is Higher. 


“Without any great activity prices on 
our Stock Exchange opened % to % 
higher for numerous important stocks. 
In the subsequent leisurely advance 
many of them sold 1 to 1% points above 
yesterday’s closings, which placed them 
at handsome gains over last week’s final 
prices. There was a desultory and ir- 
regular reaction in the closing hour, but 
it was not persistent, and prices recov- 
ered sharply at the last. 

“The decline in Rock Island securities 
continued, douvtiess in view of tomor- 
row’s expected default on the collateral 
4 per cents. The time is now approach 
ing when it will be necessary to use 
some very tlain language regarding this 
wretched business—which as a chapter 
of alternate stupidity, sharp practice and 
cowardice among the various interests 
concerned in it, has had few parallels 
in Wall street history. 

“Foreign exchange was a trifle easier 
and no gold engagements were an- 
nounced. The exchange situation was 
full of interesting possibilities, however, 
and various bankers appeared to be fig- 
uring tentatively on gold shipments for 
Paris within the next few days. 


cConsols Again Rise. 


*“London’s response to the Ulster news 
was a further rise of 5-16 in consols, 
making a total recovery of nearly one 
full point since Monday. But the recov- 
ery was not confined to London; for 
French Government 3 per cents ad- 
vanced %, reaching # price more than a 
point above Monday, and the highest 
since March 17. 

“The European money markets of the 
day may have had some influence on 
the movement, for discounts went lower 
at both London and Berlin. But the 
weekly bank statements showed no 
change in the underlying situation. 

‘The Bank of England did not lose 
much gold; but its total gold holdings 
are now, except for 1910, the lowest re- 
ported at this date in any year since 
1906, and its ratio of reserve is nearly 
7 per cent under last year, and is the 
weakest showing made in eight years at 
the end of April. This simply means 
that unless the bank soon begins to 
keep the Transvaal gold, Lombard 
street money rates must go higher.

NEW YORK, April 30.—Early movements 
of stocks today were irregular and trading 
was slow.
